A Fulton man was one of four 
people arrested in what has been 
called the largest methamphet- 
amine bust in Northwest Tennes¬ 
see. 

A press release from the 27 th 
Judicial District Task Force said 
officers discovered 33 year old 
Edward Lee Henry, of Joiner, 
Ark., near a known drug buy lo¬ 
cation in Obion. 


At the scene, officers located 
three bags of Ice Methamphet- 
amine concealed under grass be¬ 
hind Henry’s vehicle, which had 
a weight of 3.5 pounds. 

Investigators in the case then 
learned that 34 year old Larry 
Dotson Jr., of Hombeak, Term., 
was seen leaving the area at a 
high rate of speed only moments 
earlier.

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WORKING TO MAKE HICKMAN 
A BETTER PLACE TO 
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Pat Major and her Peek-A-Boo Easter Eggs 


Major’s Peek-A-Boo Easter eggs 
represent a lifetime of events

At Easter time you can peek into the past of the Major family 
while looking at the display of panoramic or Peek-A-Boo Easter 
eggs that are scattered throughout the home of Pat and Lynn 
Major. Pat began the tradition of making these delicate Easter 
creations back inl970 when their son Rick, now, 45, was a mere 
one year old. 

“I had seen an article a few years earlier in Progressive Farmer 
magazine,” she said. “I had watched my aunt make them and I 
thought, if she can do it, so can L” 

Pat’s first egg, made for Rick, was the largest she has ever made 
and the family still displays that egg to this day. It is decorated with 
pale yellow and light green icing and when you take a glimpse 
inside the egg you see ceramic figures of tiny ducks, bunnies and 
flowers, all representing everything Easter. 

A couple of years later their daughter Amy came along, and she, 
too has her own special egg. “I have been making them eggs ever 


since they were bom,” she said. “Now I include the grandchildren 
who each receive one large egg and several small eggs.” 

The large eggs are unique to whatever hobby or interest 
the grandchildren are into each year. “When Dixie, our oldest 
grandchild, was named a Governor’s Scholar I made her an egg 
representing that accomplishment,” Pat said with pride in her 
voice. “It is probably the most difficult egg I have ever worked 
on.” 

It’s a real honor to receive one of these special Peek-A-Boo 
eggs that start out as a sugar and egg white mixture. Special 
large and small molds are used to shape both halves of each egg. 
It takes approximately 1 1/2 hours for them to dry. “The drying 
time depends a lot on the humidity,” explained Pat. “Sometimes, 
after 1 1/2 hours, you pick up a half to scoop out and it crumbles 
in your hand. After that, you have to start again and let it dry 2 
hours! It all depends on die humidity.”

Dear Dave, 

What’s your opinion on 
rewarding kids with money for 
getting good grades in school? 

Joe 

Dear Joe, 

Honestly, I don’t have a strong 
opinion about it one-way or the 
other. We didn’t pay our kids for 
good grades, but I can’t really 
think of a strong argument not to 
pay them for success in school. 
You could say you shouldn’t 
pay them because it’s something 
they’re expected to do anyway, 
and that’s somewhat valid. But 
you could also make the same 
point where chores around the 
house are concerned, too. 

We paid our kids to do some 
chores, but really the point is not 
about the economic value. It’s the 
fact that you want your kids to 
associate work with money. I still 
meet people my age and older who 
haven’t made that connection. 
Work creates money, and that’s 
an important thing to teach your 
kids. Once they’ve created some 
money by working, then you 
want to use those moments to 
teach them to save, spend and 
give wisely. 

You can do this around the 
subject of grades if you want. 
There’s probably a valid case to be 
made that getting an “A” takes a 
lot more work than getting a “C.” 
You’re certainly not obligated 
to pay them for work or grades, 
but if you don’t do some of this 
- and teach them the proper ways 
to handle the money they earn — 
you’ll miss out on a lot a fantastic 
teachable moments.

My husband and I are on Baby 
Step 2 of your plan. We’ve got our 
starter emergency fund of $1,000 
in the bank, and we’re busy 
paying off credit cards and unpaid 
taxes from previous years. He 
thinks it’s okay to take trips and

I 
want to cut out all extra spending 
and pay off our debt as fast as 
possible. What’s your opinion?

Dear Laura, 

It’s okay to do those things in 
the general philosophy of life. 
Unfortunately, that’s not what I 
teach when it comes to getting 
out of debt and gaining control of 
your finances. The reason people 
are successful following my plan 
is because I teach common sense 
combined with an unbridled, 
scorched-earth kind of intensity. 

Let’s take a closer look at this. 
You have unpaid taxes, not to 
mention credit card debt hanging 
over your heads, and he’s talking 
about going on a trip and saving 
up for toys? I’m sorry, but 
that’s completely irresponsible. 
Remember when we were kids, 
and Mommy and Daddy wouldn’t 
let us go outside and play until we 
had cleaned up our mess?

I am saddened to inform you 
of the poor conditions in parts of 
the Hickman City cemetery. My 
uncle James Randall Blincoe was 
buried there seven years ago and 
in that time his grave has been 
desecrated countless times. My 
family has contacted the City 
Manager more than ten times. He 
has made several false promises 
and done little to protect the final 
resting place of my uncle. Two or 
three years ago the City Manager 
had a piece of rebar placed as a 
“guide pole” at the corner where 
my uncle is buried. This “guide 
pole” lasted around six months 
then was removed. My family 
owns seven plots in this area of 
the cemetery. The city has added a 
new portion to the cemetery since 
the time our plots were sold to us. 
The new portion has been paved 
and has proper guide poles in 
place. However, the section of the 
cemetery I am referring to has not 
been paved nor secured with guide 
poles. Currently, there are deep 
tire ruts over my uncle’s grave 
that come within inches of his 
gravestone. This is heartbreaking 
for his wife, mother, father, 
brothers and many other friends 
and family members. Another 
issue that should be addressed 
is how the gravestones are being 
mistreated. There are gravestones 
all over the cemetery that have 
been knocked around by the 
people responsible for the upkeep 
of these graves. The deceased 
should be treated with some level 
of respect and the lack of respect 
that has been shown to my uncle is 
appalling. I truly hope for an end 
to this heartbreak for my family. I 
pray for the day my uncle can have 
a peaceful final resting spot.

for a factual hearing. 

The Court discussed the matter 
in detail and took the following 
action. Motion was made by Henry 
Callison and seconded by George 
A. Jones with all voting in favor 
to direct the County Attorney to 
respond to the Motion and advise 
the Circuit Court that the County 
could not execute the settlement 
as a party on several grounds, most 
specifically, that public policy 
dictates that the County should 
not be a party to any agreement 
that “land-locks” property in the 
County. The County Attorney was 
also directed to advise the parties 
and the Court that there were also 
certain factual allegations and 
legal conclusions addressed in the 
settlement that the County would 
not consent to be bound by in the 
future. The Court further directed 
the County Attorney to advise Court 
and the parties that the County did 
not object to the parties settling 
the matter so long as the County 
was not collaterally bound by the 
Court’s ruling. No other matters 
came before the Fiscal Court at this 
meeting.

I Corinthians 15:1-7 
Trains and churches don’t do 
well on sidetracks. Sidings are 
valuable when needed; they 
allow the slow freight to pull 
off safely for the “City of New 
Orleans.” But if you intend to 
reach a destination, you need to 
be on the main track. 

For churches, that main track 
is what we call “the gospel.” 
It is fully defined in our text 
- (v. 1) “... the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also 
ye have received, and wherein 
ye stand; (v. 2) By which also ye 
are saved, if ye keep in memory 
what I preached unto you, unless 
ye have believed in vain.” 

And that gospel is spelled out 
in the next verses. To summarize 
(you can read it in your own 
Bible, and if you don’t have 
one we’ll be glad to help), the 
gospel by which we are saved 
is “how that Christ died for our 
sins, according to the Scriptures, 
And that He was buried, and 
that He rose again the third day 
according to the Scriptures, And 
that He was seen... 

We often say “The gospel 
is good news.” But taken by 


itself, the fact that Christ died is 
hardly “good news”—unless it 
is completed with the evidence 
of His death, “and that He was 
buried,” and with the glory of 
His resurrection, as evidenced 
by some ten appearances in 
a 40-day period. The burial, 
sealed in a cave for three days 
and three nights, combined with 
what He endured on the way 
to the cross and with what He 
endured physically on the cross, 
does away once for all with the 
“swoon” theory that says the 
cool air of the cave awakened 
the sleeper from His stupor. The 
burial settles the matter: Christ 
died. 

And the resurrection, greatest 
news of all, would not have 
been possible without the burial! 
Then the varied appearances, 
some to one or two people or a 
small group at close range, one 
to over 500 at once, in varied 
circumstances, rule out the 
possibility of fraud and establish 
the power of life beyond death 
once for all. 

“Yes,” one will respond, 
“but just believing that gospel 
isn’t enough. We must keep it 
in memory, and the text says 
some believe in vain!” True 


enough. But what are we to keep 
in memory? The gospel itself, 
which was preached, v. 2. And 
what is it to believe in vain? The 
chapter tells us, in vs. 13-14. 
“And if Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain.” To believe in 
vain would be to believe a lie; if 
Christ did not rise, then there is 
no resurrection; and if there is 
no resurrection, then Christ did 
not rise. Either way, to believe it 
would be a lie, believing in vain. 
“But now,” v. 20, “Christ is risen 
from the dead ...” (emphasis in 
original text) and therefore we 
know that our faith is not in vain, 
and our labor is not in vain in 
the Lord, v. 58. And the “if’ in 
v. 2 is what is called a “first class 
condition” which bears the idea 
of “since.” 

In short, if we have really 
believed the once-for-all truth 
of this one gospel, we may 
have great confidence—not in 
ourselves, but in the God Who 
controls it all! That is main¬ 
line Christian faith, with no 
need for any sidetracks. And the 
destination of that gospel train is 
called Heaven!

Findings might expand 
definition of patient’s medical 
team, researcher says.

About one-third of seniors 
still living on their own take a 
companion - usually a spouse or 
other family member - to their 
routine doctor’s office visits, 
researchers report. 

And they tend to bring the 
same companion to each visit, 
which may present the health 
care system with another 
important member of a patient’s 
medical team, the study’s authors 
suggested. 

“This raises some possibilities 
for quality improvement 
initiatives for patients and their 
companions together,” said lead 
study author Jennifer Wolff, an 
associate professor of health 
policy and management at the 
Johns Hopkins Bloomberg 
School of Public Health in 
Baltimore. 

For the study, the researchers 
looked at data from a nationally 
representative Medicare 

beneficiary study completed in 
2006. This survey had information 
on almost 11,600 community¬ 
dwelling adults over 65 years 
old. The researchers also liked 
at a subset of more than 7,500 
people from this group who had 
responded in 2005 and 2006 to 
determine the consistency of 
companion involvement. 

The researchers found that 
nearly 19 percent of those 
who answered the survey were 
accompanied to physician office 


visits, and about 13 percent 
were accompanied to the doctor 
and received some sort of task 
assistance from the companion. 
That means a total of more than 
31 percent took a companion 
with them to the doctor. 

Twelve months later, three- 
quarters of these seniors were 
still accompanied to medical 
visits, almost always by the same 
person (88 percent). 

Debra Greenberg, a senior 
social worker in the division of 
geriatrics at Montefiore Medical 
Center in New York City, 
called the study “a really nice 
beginning of an exploration of 
this topic,” But, she said, “there 
was little variety in this particular 
population.” 

She said that in a geriatric 
practice, physicians and other 
care providers often depend on 
reports from the people who 
accompany the older people to 
their appointments.

Hickman Pipe and Tube,” added 
Curlin. “They have been in op¬ 
eration since November, bring¬ 
ing in steel, making pipe and 
shipping it out. They seem to be 
pretty busy.” 

Curlin couldn’t comment 
with certainty one way or an¬ 
other if Pipe Plus would remain 
in Hickman for an extended pe¬ 
riod of time or not. “It will cost 
him a lot to move to Missouri, 
which is closer to his business 
and that is an advantage,” Cur¬ 
lin noted. “In Hickman they are 
closer to the water, which is an 
advantage here.” 

Curlin traveled to Washing¬ 
ton to attend the Mississippi 
Valley Flood Control Asso¬ 
ciation meeting, meeting with 
several Congressman and Sena¬ 
tors, including Senator Rand 
Paul, Congressman Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell, Congressman Stephen 
Fincher from Tennessee, and 
Congressman Rick Crawford 
from Arkansas. “We discussed 
items such as the National Flood 
Control program and how it af¬ 
fects flood insurance,” he said. 
“I also thanked them for the 
$625,000 which has been ap¬ 
propriated for dredging the 
Elvis J. Stahr Harbor.” Addi¬ 
tional funding will be required 
to dredge the Port’s docks. The 
last time the still water harbor 
in Hickman was dredged com¬ 
pletely was 2006. 

During the month of Febru¬ 


ary the Port handled 25 grain 
barges. “We also contracted out 
two wire barges,” added Keleia 
McCloud as she discussed the 
Operating Report. 

Until a new crane or the cur¬ 
rent Port crane is repaired, the 
Port will continue to contract 
out barges with certain com¬ 
modities on them. 

The board unanimously 
agreed to send Curlin to Ports¬ 
mouth, Virginia to look at a 
3900 duty cycle crane. He will 
also travel to upper Illinois to 
view another crane that is set up 
for clam shell bucket work and 
has recently come out of service 
with the Corps of Engineers. 

The Port’s crane was damaged 
a few months ago and needs to 
be repaired or replaced. They 
received $249,000 in an insur¬ 
ance payment and will apply 
for a Delta Regional Authority 
Grant and others to help off¬ 
set the expense. It is estimated 
it will cost the Port approxi¬ 
mately $500,000 to $1 million 
for either a refurbished crane or 
a new one, once modifications 
are made to fit the schematics of 
the Port’s operation. 

The board then went into 
closed session at approximately 
7:20 p.m. to discuss business 
and property, pursuant to KRS 
61.810(1), (b), (g). 

The next meeting slated for 
the Port Board will be held on 
Tuesday, April 28 at 6 p.m.

The report said Dotson was 
later detained in Hornbeak, and 
was in possession of $7,122 in 
cash. 

Continuing with their 
investigation, the press release 
said deputies from the Obion 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
and officers with the Drug Task 
Force, located 40 year old Robert 
Hopper Jr., of Fulton, at the home 
of 43 year old Dana Christina 
Miller in Trimble, Tenn. 

At the residence, a search 
revealed a camouflage bag 
that contained four glass meth 
smoking pipes, one set of digital 
weighing scales, numerous 
plastic packaging bags and $113 
in cash, all of which was claimed 
by Miller. 

The report said officers then 
took the search outside, where a 
cloth bag was located beneath a 
tree containing $45,256 in cash. 

Hopper, Dotson and Miller 
were arrested and charged 
with conspiracy to possess 


methamphetamine with intent to 
resale, while Henry was charged 
with conspiracy to possess 
methamphetamine with the intent 
to manufacture, deliver or sale. 

Obion County Sheriff Jerry 
Vastbinder called the drug bust 
the largest he had ever seen in 
his law enforcement career, 
saying the street value of the 
methamphetamine could have 
exceeded $250,000. 

Hopper, who was still awaiting 
a court appearance for a previous 
methamphetamine arrest in 
Union City in which over $40,000 
was seized from his possession, 
had his bond revoked by Obion 
County General Sessions Judge 
Jimmy Smith. 

Judge Smith then issued a $1- 
million dollar bond to Hopper 
following the new charges. 

Bond amounts of $500,000 
were given to Dotson, Henry and 
Miller, with preliminary hearing 
dates set for all four March 25 in 
Obion County.

Once the egg is dry, Pat works 
carefully to hollow out each half 
of the egg with a spoon to make 
room for the ‘grass,’ and Easter 
trinkets. “Some eggs are white 
and others I add food coloring to 
the mixture making them pink, 
purple, blue, green, and yellow.” 

Royal icing in several bags 
with a variety of tips are Pat’s 
next tools of choice. “When the 
icing dries it will be as hard as 
the egg, but a little more fragile,” 
she said. “First, green icing is 
piped into the bottom half of the 
egg for grass and figures are put 
into place. Next, icing the color 
of the egg, is used to ‘glue’ the 
two halves together.” 

After the icing dries, she adds 
a colorful design along the seam 
and around the opening of the 
egg. More color is added on 
top when she adds flowers and 
delicate leaves. “I like to have 
the flower colors complement 
the seam and opening color.” 

Another pop of color is added 
by Pat when she places leaves 
amongst the flowers. “Adding 
the leaves is probably the hardest 
part with the icing,” she said. 
“They are much thinner and 
have a tendency to split open on 
you!” 

Receiving a Peek-A-Boo egg 
from Pat is a real treat that her 
grandchildren do not take for 
granted. They like to help to 
design and create the eggs, which 
is a big help to me!” 

Just last week she was in 
Cleveland to do eggs with their 
grandchildren, Harley (10) and 
Abby (5). “Harley can decorate 
eggs now and it won’t be long 
before Abby will be able to do 
it too,” adds Pat. Abby loves 
practicing with the icing making 
her own unique creations. 

Dixie and her younger sister 
Daisy, who live here in Fulton 
County, also help out decorating 
the eggs. Over the years, 
they have both become quite 
proficient in this skill, grandson, 
Jackson (8), enjoys picking out 
the different figures to put in the 
eggs. 


It has become a tradition to 
make eggs for their teachers and 
friends at school and at church. 

Another person who has the 
privilege of receiving a large egg 
is Clayton Bradshaw. “When he 
decided he was going to school 
at Lindsey Wilson, that was the 
theme for his egg that year.” 
Pat said with a smile. “I even 
(reluctantly) made him a “Duke” 
egg one year. It is now one of his 
most prized possessions.” 

Over the course of about three 
weeks, before Easter, Pat creates 
some 125 eggs or more for her 
family and friends. Many of 
those eggs adorn her home and 
the homes of her children. She 
uses approximately 40 pounds 
of sugar and several dozen 
eggs and even more powdered 
sugar during the process. Food 
coloring and a variety of wooden 
Easter figures give the eggs an 
added special touch. 

Most of all, the eggs are special 
because Pat puts a lot of thought 
and time into each egg when she 
creates it for those special loved 
ones and friends. Every year 
each family member is excited 
to see just what she has come up 
with for them this year. One year 
she made Daisy a golf themed 
egg and Jackson one with a fish 
and hook design on it. Other 
design themes, over the years, 
have been basketball, track, 
soccer, snow skiing, Girl Scouts, 
rabbits, chicks, magician’s hat 
and an assortment of dinosaurs! 

“Coming up with new themes 
each year is a real challenge for 
me,” notes Pat. “But one that I 
thoroughly enj oy! ” 

When Easter is over Pat and 
her family members carefully 
store their eggs in a dry place 
that doesn’t get too hot or cold. 
The coloring of the icing might 
fade over time but the thought, 
time and preparation put into 
each one by Pat’s loving hands 
will last a life time for those 
lucky enough to receive a Peek- 
A-Boo Easter Egg.

Track athletes hit the ground running, adding 
pole vaulting, all without their own track

With 70 plus track members 
combined from the middle school 
and high school at Fulton County, 
Head Coach James Bridges has his 
eyes set on a regional titled. “We 
have several players returning 
from last year, with many of them 
having success at the regional and 
state levels,” he said. “We only 
lost one senior from last season.” 

Without a home track to 
compete on the track team 
practices in the parking lot, in 
the grass, in the hallways of the 
school and in the gym. “A lot of 
these kids are looking to get back 
to state,” added Bridges. “Their 
work ethic is far beyond any I 
have seen in a long time coaching 
numerous sports.” 

With athletes that have proven 
themselves at the regional and 
state level Coach Bridges would 
like to see Fulton County add 
their own track facility. “We are 
getting it done,” he said. “Just 
5iink what we could do if we had 
our very own facility to practice 
on and hold our own meets.” 

For the first time in school 
history, the high school is fielding 
a team of pole vaulters. “We need 
four to compete and this year we 
have high school athletes Lindy 
Sipes, Leslie Beth Jackson, 
Dylan Wiliams and Taylor Sipes 
competing in the event,” noted 
Bridges. “Taylor competed in 
a meet clearing 6.6 feet. These 
athletes have attended an all day 
clinic in McCracken County 
working on becoming good pole 
vaulters. They have their minds 
set on clearing eight and ten feet. 


The Fulton Co. Middle 
School Track Team has started 
with a great start!!! We had 
numerous first place finishers 
at the Marshall Co. All Comers 
meet on March 17. We also 
competed at the McCracken Co 
Invitational on Thursday, March 
26 with kids finishing in the top 
of each race and throwing events. 
Cameron Cole finished 1st in the 
100m hurdles with a run of 16.9 
just shy of breaking the middle 
school record of 16.44. Cameron 
Cole also finished 5th in the 400 
meter dash with a time of 1:09.7. 
Caleb Kimble also finished first 
in the disc throw with a throw 
of 85 feet 10 inches. Ty Warren 
with a throw of 29ft 11 in for 
5 th place finish in shot put. C.J. 
Smith with a jump of 13ft 7in for 
a 4 th place finish. Armani Yandal 
with a run of 18.7 for a 4 th place 
finish in the 400 meter dash. 


All four should be clearing these 
heights with more practice.” The 
pole vaulters will be devoting 
a few more Saturdays at other 
clinics to help them master the 
event. Fulton County is only the 
second 1A school to compete in 
pole fault, with the other being 
Murray. 

The firstmeetfor the high school 
this season was held March 19, 
the Marshall County All Comers 
with Fulton County having a 
successful meet. “Joe Holman 
finished first in the long jump 
and first in the 200 Meter Dash,” 
stated Bridges. “KyLira Williams 
come in second in the 400 Meter 
Dash and Leah Weatherly threw 
the shot put with a personal best 
record of a distance of 31 feet.” 
This was also the meet where 
Taylor Sipes competed in the pole 
vault, representing Fulton County 
for the first time in this event. 

The middle school athletes 
competed for the first time this 
season in the Marshal County All 
Comers on March 17. “Cameron 
Cole hurdled to first place in the 
100 meter hurdles with teammates 
Armani Yandal in second and K 
H Counch in 3rd,” noted Bridges. 
“CJ Smith also came in third in 
the 100 Meter Dash and fourth in 
the 200 Meter Dash.” 

In the high school’s second 
meet of the season on March 24, 
the Murray All Comers the Pilot 
and Lady Pilots shinned again. 
“These are the competitors we 
will face at regionals,” Bridges 
pointed out. “The girls and 
boys 4x100 relay teams came in 
second; Steven Roberson finished 
second with a time of 54 in the 


We also had two relay teams 
finish 6 th and they were in the 
4x400m, Broc Bridges, Armani 
Yandal, Cameron Cole, Cameron 
Price, also in the 4x200m, Will 
Jackson, Cory Smith, Josh Cole, 
Camron Price. Also the 4x100m, 
Caleb Kimble, Ty Warren, C.J. 
Smith, A.J Turner finished 4 th in 
the 4x100m relay. In the girls 
events Kanisha Wooten finished

He also is in the 
top 10 in the state in the 400M 
dash with a run of 1:05.7

finished third with a time of 24:21 
in the 200 Meter Dash; competing 
for the first time in the long jump 
Roberson humped 19 feet; Joe 
Holman came in third jumping 
18.8 feet and Joe is the returning 
champion in this event. Leah 
Weatherly threw the discus for 
a distance of 76.8 feet finishing 
third.” Also competing in this 
event for the first time was Megan 
Vowell, who earned a sixth place 
finish throwing 68.6 feet. Leah 
Weatherly also competed in the 
shot put and earned second place 
with a throw of 30 feet. 

With the returning relay teams 
of Aaron King, Steven Roberson, 
Joe Holman and Dre’ Smith on the 
boys side and KyLira Williams, 
Samantha Ward, Amy Langford, 
and LeDaija Smith on the girls 
side, Coach Bridges is confident 
they will be returning to regionals 
and state, with the relay teams 
doing so well at 100,200,400 and 
800 levels. 

“We have even added some 
relay runners on the boys side,” he 
said. “Akilias Abbott and Terrell 
Wilson will be filling in very once 
in a while in the 4x100 and 4x200 
events. We are looking to finish 
better than last year.” 

Other new competitors include 
Kaitlyn Parker and DeAndre 
Couch. “Kaitlyn and DeAndre 
are new to the shot put and discus 
events,” he said. “They have 
come out and are pushing our 
to throwers from last year and 
they should do pretty well this 
season.”

In their previous meet the high 
school seems to be on their way 
towardthatregional title goal. “Our 
boys and girls finished fifth out 
of 11 teams,” Bridges said. “The 
girls finished above McCracken 
County, Mayfield, Dawson 
Springs, Ballard and Crittendon 
County and the boys faired better 
than Ballard, Mayfield, Calloway, 
Dawson Springs, Crittendon and 
Livingston County.” 

Joining Bridges as coaches this 
season are Rachel Cronin Netz, 
who will focus on long distance 
events. “We also welcome Sharika 
Smith,” he said excitedly. “She 
will concentrate on hurdles and 
jumpers.” Smith, a 2008 FCHS 
graduate who went on to compete 
for Western Kentucky University, 
holds numerous state records in 
events from triple jump, hurdles, 
long hump, 200 Meter Dash and 
400 Meter Dash. “You name it, 
she ran it,” stated Bridges. 

The high school competed 
again on Saturday, March 28 in 
the Invitational South meet and 
the middle school will be back on 
the track on Saturday, April 11 in 
Dyersburg competing in the Big 
Kahuna.” 

“We have the potential to return 
athletes as region one champion 
in long jump, and regional 
runners up, if not champions in 
events like the 400 Meter Dash, 
200 Meter Dash, and relay teams 
in the 4x100 and 4x200 for both 
boys and girls and more,” Bridges 
said. “It would be great if one day 
these athletes were practicing and 
competing on their own track.”
